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Van Buren Twp. 
again files suit 
against Visteon

Since $639,157 had to be borrowed from 
Van Buren Township coffers to pay the 
shortfall on Visteon bonds in October, the 
township finally can claim damages and 
so on Monday it filed suit, again, against 
Visteon. 

It finally is “ripe” for adjudication. 

The township had filed suit in 2017, but 
both Wayne County Circuit Court and 
Appeals Court found in favor of Visteon 
and dismissed the case and in March, so 
did the Michigan Supreme Court. 

Both the Circuit Court and Appeals Court 
agreed that VBT can refile the complaint 
when a shortfall actually occurs. 

Members of the Van Buren Township 
Local Development Finance Authority 
noted at their Sept. 10 meeting that the 
shortfall in the money available to pay the 
Visteon bonds would occur in October. 

VBT Supervisor Kevin McNamara said 
if Visteon has not made a payment to make 
up the estimated $639,157 bond shortfall, 
“We will send them a letter shortly after 
Oct. 1.” 

The full faith and credit of the township 
is behind the Visteon bonds and the LDFA 
will not have the funds to pay the bond 
payment in full. The township has agreed 
to cover the difference to make sure the 
payment is made on time and then the 
LDFA will pay the township back in the 
future, with interest. 

The township had money set aside for 
this payment and a plan to reinstate the law 
suit against Visteon, once it can show the 
claims are “ripe” for adjudication. 

In 2003, the township issued 
$28,199 656.35 in bonds to assist Visteon 
with infrastructure in the construction of 
Visteon Village. Final payment on the

School Board gives Kudlak ‘Highly Effective’ status, raise

After a closed-door session on Monday, 
the Van Buren Public Schools Board of 
Education granted School Supt. Pete 
Kudlak the top rating of “Highly Effective” 
for his work during 2019, put another year 
on his contract, and gave him a raise to 
$154,000, beginning in July. 

He received an “Effective” rating last 
year and a base salary of $142,000. 

School board president Keith Johnston 
on Tuesday talked about what the board 
considered in closed session. He said that 
Supt. Kudlak’s community relations were 
“off the charts” and that relations with 
the staff was better. He also was found to 
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be very fiscally responsible and they are 
adding $800,000 to the fund balance this 
year. 

President Johnston said Kudlak started 
pretty low as far as pay and he showed in 
the bottom half in a listing of tri-county 
superintendents in 2016 and in the middle 
in Wayne County and, “We don’t want to 
lose him. He’s done a great job.” 

“We're not giving him anything,” 
Johnston said of his raise. “He’s earned 
everything he’s gotten.” 

Johnston said as far as law suits, “We 
haven’t had any.” He said the attorney fees 
are way down and the attorney told the 
board they don’t have law suits because 
Kudlak doesn’t get into trouble and heads 
off problems. 

“He’s making an effort” on scores and the 
district is making good growth, Johnston 
said. 

In other business at the 35-minute regular 
meeting, the board: 


e Set the board’s organizational meeting 
for 7 p.m., Monday, Jan. 13, at the 
Belleville High School Commons; 

e Approved second semester Schools 
of Choice designation with unlimited 
openings. Supt. Kudlak said there was total 
district enrollment of 4,779 and 519 are 
Schools of Choice students, making them 
9.2% of the total; 

e Heard trustee Amy Pierce read the 
notes given her by board vice president 
Susan Featheringill, who was absent 
from the meeting, concerning the first 
reading of a group of board policies. The 
second reading, and approval, will take 
place at an upcoming meeting. These 
policies include the board being able to 
make changes themselves in the policies, 
definition of “family member,” emergency 
suspensions and expulsions, consulting 
with law enforcement before construction, 
and encouraging women and minority

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City Council OKs 5-year contract with Republic Waste

After a lengthy discussion on Dec. 2, 
the Belleville City Council unanimously 
approved a five-year contract with Republic 
Waste for refuse, recycling, and yard-waste 
pickups at the approximate 1,100 stops in 
the city. 

DPW Director Rick Rutherford and 
City Manager Diana Kollmeyer had 
reviewed the four bids for the service and 
recommended the city stick with Republic, 
which has been providing pick-up services 
to the city for 15 years. 

Rutherford said Republic’s bid is a 
savings over the other bids and there will 
be upgrades to fall services. 

He also pointed out that Belleville has 
a lot of nooks and crannies, including its 
alleys, and if there was a new provider the 
old carts would have to be picked up, new 
ones distributed, and pickup-dates changed, 
which “would make this a nightmare.” 

He recommended staying with the 
services the city is used to having. He said 
the citizens would have to be informed 
before any changes are made. 

Republic’s present contract expires at the 
end of the year and it was stated the other 
bidders wouldn’t be able to start for 30 
days, leaving a gap in pickup. 

Rutherford noted that some education has 
to be done in the city since, “The face of 
recycling is changing.” 

Republic’s bid was $14.85 per stop per 
month for the first year, $15.30 for the 
second year, $15.75 for the third year, 
$16.22 for the fourth year, and $16.71 for 
the fifth year. Currently the cost is $12.43. 

Councilman Tom Fielder said he sat in on 
the review of the bids by city officials and 
after some comments about the changing 
face of recycling said he agreed with 
Rutherford’s recommendation. 

Scott Cabauatan, Republic’s Municipal 
Manager for Southern Michigan and 
Northern Ohio, was present to answer 
questions — and there were a lot of questions

about service. One of the problems seems 
to be with the calls to request pick up of 
bulk items which go to a regional service. 
If people don’t say their street address and 
then specify Belleville, Michigan 48111, 
the call center might think the customers 
are in another state. 

“We have a responsibility to better 
describe where we’re at and when items 
will be put out,” Rutherford said. 

Councilman Jesse Marcotte said he 
doesn’t have a garage and his recycling 
container is out in the rain and items get 
wet and soggy. 

Cabauatan said that makes him cringe 
because they need clean, empty, and dry 
recycled items. Wet paper, especially, when 
bound into bundles for reuse get moldy if 
wet and useless. 

“We’re kinda reeling from the China 
piece,” Cabauatan said, referring to China 
refusing to take contaminated recycling. 
He said for the last 24 months, changes 
have been great in recycling. In the past, 
he said, they could present recycled items 
that were 3-5% contaminated and the new 
benchmark is half a percent. 

“That’s a substantial jump,” Cabauatan 
said. “We’re making it, but at a cost. Our 
price has gone up.” 

Marcotte asked if they could get a 
different container to keep the items dry. 

“I hesitate to say sure,” said Cabauatan,

saying he hesitates to put a bigger cart, 
similar to a trash container, without being 
sure they had the equipment to lift it up. He 
said they can’t have it physically lifted up 
to the truck because of strains and pains. 
He suggested working something out with 
the city manager. 

“Maybe we need to get covered 
containers,” said Becky Hasen who said 
she was in a condo with 79 units and 
they’ve been told to put out their items 
at 7 a.m. and they get rained on. She also 
outlined her condos’ problem with bulk 
item pickup. 

Councilwoman Kelly Bates, who was 
just sworn in, wanted more information on 
the contract with prices for different size 
containers since this is for five years. She 
said she was given the information on the 
contract just before the meeting started and 
she didn’t like to vote on things she hadn’t 
studied. 

City Manager Kollmeyer said the city 
usually did a three-year contract, and then 
extended it two years. 

“These prices are based on five years,” 
Cabauatan said. 

She asked if Cabauatan could find out 
if larger containers could be given out and 
suggested they not approve the contract 
until the next meeting, so he could get the 
answer.

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Sumpter Twp. Board corrects base salaries stated at last meeting

The base salaries of elected board 
members, announced in its Nov. 12 
meeting, were corrected by action of the 
Sumpter Township Board of Trustees at its 
regular meeting Nov. 26. 

The corrections submitted by Treasurer 
Ken Bednark are: 

e Supervisor: incorrect was $22,418.70 

correct is $22,642.88 

e Treasurer/Clerk: incorrect $18,830.68 

correct is $19,018.99 

e Trustee: incorrect was $8 322.44 

correct is $8,405.66. 

The salaries were set in conjunction with 
the board action that removed eligibilty 
and reimbursement for medical benefits for 
elected officials. 

Trustee Matt Oddy also asked for an 
amendment to the Nov. 12 minutes, 
since they did not state the motion that 
eliminated medical reimbursement also 
was to eliminate eligibility for medical 
coverage. This was passed and the minutes 
will be corrected. 

Trustee Oddy also added an item to 
the agenda that the action on the medical 
coverage eligibility for board members 
in the Nov. 12 meeting be delayed until 
township attorney Rob Young can assure 
the board it is appropriate. This passed 
unanimously by those present. 

Absent from the meeting were Trustees 
Don LaPorte and Don Swinson. 

Oddy said a court added cash in lieu of 
benefits to the base salary to determine 
overtime and there are questions on how to 
address pay for elected officials. 

He wanted the attorney “to make sure we 
weren’t doing anything illegal.” 

Young said he would have an answer at 
the next meeting. 

“I thought it was very clear and 
unambiguous,” Young said. Later he said 
he would give them what he had at the next 
meeting, but “it may not be definitive.” 

Oddy handed out paperwork to the 
audience on what township people were 
paid, saying a statement saying 225% at 
that meeting was in error by about 104% 
and the paperwork should show that. 

Oddy said for 20 years the board has used 
cash in lieu of coverage. 

In other business at the Nov. 26 meeting, 
the board: 

e Approved a Class C License for Zino 
Sumpter, LLC, be recommended to the 
Michigan Liquor Control Commission.

Final approval is pending site approval of 
the site plan for the Italian restaurant by the 
building department; 

e Approved a one-year contract with 
Constellation, after review by attorney 
Young. Constellation is a third-party 
natural gas provider that leases from 
DTE and provides services based on 
marketplace demand and usage matrix 
pricing. An annual estimated savings is 
$7,527.41. Constellation’s customers 
include Romulus and Huron Township; 

e Accepted the bid from C&S Construction 
Management Inc. of Wyandotte for senior 
center masonry repair in the amount 
of $72,405, plus $5,000 additional if 
necessary repairs are required for the 
radiant heat system, to be paid out of 
federal Community Development Block 
Grant funds and must be used by the end 
of the year and only for bricks and mortar 
for senior wing; 

e Reaffirmed that Roberts Rules of Order is 
the parliamentary way Sumpter Township 
Board meetings will be conducted; 

e Approved the Guardian Alarm Security 
proposal of $340 for installation of a burglar 
alarm and $41.20 a month for monitoring 
the Parks and Recreation building, paid 
with Parks and Recreation funds; 

e Approved expanding Expert 
Technologies service contract from the 
police department to include the township 
hall and naming corresponding oversight 
for administration’s IT functions. In the 
paperwork presented to the board Expert 
Technologies notes that under the contract 
with I.T. Right, there have been several 
security breaches, double billing on 
invoices and incorrect installations; 

e Approved buying 20 new grinder pumps 
at $2,000 each instead of rebuilt grinder 
pumps. DPW Director Ken Kunka said 
there are 520 sewer accounts in the township 
and 500 or so are on grinder pumps. The 
township started installing them in 2006 
and now they are deteriorating to the point 
they can’t repair. They should last 20 years 
and the township is running out of pumps. 
Kunka said they need to look into a way 
to start replacing those pumps. There have 
been 96 callouts since last January and 
repaired pumps have been installed, but 
they are failing. “We’re trying to eliminate 
this from becoming a catastrophe,” Kunka 
said. Financial Director Elle Cole said she 
is putting a five-year plan in the budget; 

e Approved installation of a new 
streetlight in the parking of the library

is alive and well today, Laurain said. 
“Seconds do count,” Laurain said, and 
turning to Fansler he stated, “An angel was 
looking over your shoulder that day.”

to four in Van Buren Township

Van Buren Township Fire Marshal Dave 
MclInally was driving out of Tim Hortons 
on Belleville Road on Aug. 28 when he 
heard a dispatch call for a heart attack at 
Scott Greca’s Choi Kwang-Do Academy 
across the street. He got there in 34 seconds. 

At the regular meeting of the Van Buren 
Township Board of Trustees on Dec. 3, 
VBT Public Safety Director Gregory 
Laurain presented him and three others 
with life-saving awards. Also present at the 
meeting was Ron Fansler, whose life they 
saved. 

Director Laurain said academy manager 
Nicholas Wright called 911 and when 
McInally got there Fansler was without a 
pulse. While MclInally got the automated 
external defibrillator (AED) out, he talked 
Wright through chest compressions. 
McInally put the pads on Fansler and the 
AED said to begin, so he shocked him once. 
Fire Fighters Ryan Smith and Andrew 
Fidel arrived and assisted until Huron 
Valley Ambulance came and transported

Authority bonds is in 2032. 

After Crain’s Detroit Business published 
a story online on the new law suit Tuesday 
morning and referred to a news release, the 
Independent requested the news release 
from the township and finally got it just 
before deadline for this week’s paper. 

The news release, reportedly written by 
the township’s attorney Kaveh Kashef, 
states: In its complaint, the township asks 
the court to find that Visteon Corporation 
breached its contract with the township. In 
that contract -- a settlement agreement was 
reached between the parties while Visteon 
was mired in bankruptcy -- the township 
gave the global auto parts supplier massive 
property tax concessions in exchange for 
Visteon’s commitment to make payments 
in the future that would be necessary to 
avoid a default on the $28 million in bonds 
that the township’s Local Development 
Finance Authority (LDFA) had previously 
issued to help Visteon develop its world 
headquarters, “Visteon Village.” 

As originally structured, Visteon’s 
property tax payments would have been 
sufficient to pay off the bonds; after the 
property tax concessions, a future shortfall 
was inevitable, which is why the township 
conditioned the concession on Visteon’s 
assistance in covering the future shortfall. 

The news release continues: With the 
property tax concessions from the township, 
Visteon emerged from bankruptcy and has 
enjoyed financial success. In 2018 alone, 
it reported $164 million in net income. 
Now, however, Visteon has rejected the 
township’s request for payment under 
the agreement, denying that it has any 
obligation to assist the township cover the 
shortfall on the bond payments. 

In the news release, Supervisor McNamara 
is quoted: “We tried to responsibly manage 
financial responsibilities by bringing this 
shortfall to Visteon’s attention when we 
had certainty of the shortfall amount and 
the date of its occurrence. For years, the 
township told Visteon the shortfall would 
occur in October 2019. For years, Visteon 
has been telling the township and the 
courts that the township’s projections are 
hypothetical or speculative. Well, it’s turned 
out exactly as we projected, and Visteon 
is still stonewalling us, leaving taxpayers 
to pick up the tab on the shortfall. We’re 
working on our residents’ behalf to prevent 
that from happening. It’s in the best interest 
of our taxpayers to put this case in front of 
the court. We are hopeful that the court will 
make Visteon finally keep its promises to 
our community.” 

In replying to the Independent's request 
Tuesday to talk to McNamara on the 
lawsuit, McNamara sent an email: “As this 
is very important to the community, I am 
reluctant to say anything to [sic] that can 
be used in future lawsuit filings. This is our 
official press release. For a while it will 
be my policy to ‘Not comment any further 
on this on-going lawsuit.’ I am deferring 
to the attorneys at this key juncture in this 
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suit.” 

In another comment, McNamara wrote: “I 
dropped the hint that it was going out soon 
at our last meeting. I actually only found 
out last night that they filed yesterday. 
Sorry.”

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Court Watching 
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Exam on animal cruelty, civil forfeiture delayed until Jan. 16 for Stacks

On Dec. 4, Judge David Parrott’s 34" 
District Court courtroom was packed with 
about 30 people who came to watch or 
testify in the animal cruelty charges against 
Javon Pherra Stacks, 36, who formerly 
lived in Harbour Club Apartments in Van 
Buren Township and now lists an address 
in Farmington. 

Stacks is charged with three counts of 
animal cruelty on Aug. 15 in the City of 
Romulus. The first charge is abandoning/ 
cruelty to 25 or more animals and the other 
two charge him for cruelty to one animal 
each. 

Eric Clark is his retained defense attorney, 
prosecuting attorney is Wayne County 
Assistant Prosecutor Joshua Holmes, and 
officer in charge of the case is Romulus 


Detective Kelly Fragodt. 

After Judge Parrott called the case, 
defense attorney Clark asked for a sidebar 
discussion for preliminary discussions and 
so Clark and Holmes approached the bench 
and there was a long discussion. 

When the private discussion was over, 
Judge Parrott said this is the first time in his 
18 years as a judge that he has been asked 
by the state to consider criminal and civil 
aspects together. 

“It’s a hybrid criminal/civil mess,” Judge 
Parrott said. “The first I have seen or 
touched and I am unprepared to continue. It 
wouldn’t be practical to go forward... The 
animals are not in jeopardy ... Let’s keep 
it that way.” 

He said the holiday is coming up, and if he 
set the next session in his court for felonies 
it would be Dec. 25. He said he doesn’t want

to put the case on either of his colleagues 
and they wouldn’t like it if he did that. 

Judge Parrott adjourned the case until 
9:05 a.m. on Jan. 16 and he will keep Jan. 
17 open, if needed. 

Prosecutor Clark said he has witnesses in 
the courtroom who are ready to testify and 
Judge Parrott apologized and announced 
those subpoenas are still in effect for the 
Jan. 16 court session. 

“This is beyond the court’s control. Please 
have a happy holiday,” Judge Parrott said 
and some 30 people went out the door into 
the hallway and those in the crowd discussed 
the court case for some time before leaving. 

Later Judge Parrott explained that the civil 
forfeiture that was added to the criminal 
case involves taking all the animals away 
from Stacks. 

Reportedly, the large number of animals 
confiscated by the Romulus Police are being 
taken care of by volunteers and one woman 
is watching over 500 hedgehogs. 

In the past, Stacks reportedly had 
some animals located in a closed store at 
Belle Plaza in Belleville, which brought 
complaints to Belleville City Hall, and later 
in a location in Lakeside shopping center in 
Van Buren Township. The charges he faces 
now are from a location in a Romulus strip 
mall. 

Jackie Lee Elkins

He said the earliest he could get the 
answer would be the end of January or 
beginning of February and then there 
would be a pricing change. 

Cabauatan suggested if the city wants to 
go with carts for recycling they could wait 
until two years into the contract and then 
renegotiate to get recycling pickup every 
other week or weekly with carts. 

“Would everybody go to carts?” 
Kollmeyer asked and Cabauatan said it 
would be “ala carte and billing one on 


Kollmeyer said the city has an ordinance 
about where the carts can be and aren’t 
allowed in front yards, so that might be a 
problem for some. 

“I don’t see not awarding this to Republic 

.. assuming if we change everybody to a 
cart it would be renegotiated,” Fielder said. 

A woman asked if there were lids for the 
recycling bins and Cabauatan said a few 
communities went to lids and found they 
blow away and they stopped using them. 

Fielder said he’s ready to approve the 
contract, since the discussion is over 
details. He said he didn’t want to make the 
motion if the two new council members 
don’t want to vote on it. 

Councilman Ken Voigt, also newly sworn 
in, asked if he could get answers on the 
carts by Dec. 16 and Cabauatan said he 
couldn’t. Specialized carts are outside the 
contract and it could be offered to specific 
residents. 

Councilman Voigt said he didn’t like 
voting on something he hadn’t seen before, 
either. He noted that the recycling truck 
that comes by his house doesn’t have any 
arms to lift a cart. 

Mike Renaud said from the audience that 
nothing’s going to change in two weeks. 
Some people want carts and some probably 
don’t. He said if they take two weeks 
to look at this and change the details it’s 
unfair to the competitors. 

“Be happy with what you have,” said Fire 
Chief Brian Loranger, who has chiropractic 
offices in Belleville and Dexter. “In Dexter 
we never know when something’s going to 
be picked up.” 

“I just got the information,” Bates said.

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Voigt said if there is biweekly cart pickup 
there would be less participation since 
people wouldn’t remember when to put 
them out. 

Fielder said the water problems could be 
solved with city education. 

“We’ll save $50,000 yearly over the 
other bids,” Fielder said. “It needs to be 
approved at the next meeting or we’ve got 
big problems.” 

“T’m ready to vote on this tonight, but it’s 
another instance of waiting until the last 
minute,” Marcotte said. 

Fielder made the motion to approve the 
contract, seconded by Marcotte. The votes 
heard were all ayes, with no nays cast, but 
Bates didn’t say anything. 

In other business at the almost two-hour 
meeting, the council: 

e Held a public hearing with no public 
comments on the ordinance amendment to 
opt out of marijuana businesses in the city 
and then voted unanimously to approve 
the ordinance. “It would put us where we 
would want to be,” Fielder said of the move 
to join 1,400 communities in Michigan 
opting out of the businesses; 

e Approved city council meeting dates for 
2020, with Bates seeking to change the time 
of the meeting from 7:30 to 7 p.m. Mayor 
Kerreen Conley told her the time is in the 
city charter and can’t be changed without a 
charter amendment. Most meetings are on 
the first and third Mondays, with January 
dates changed to Jan. 13 and Jan. 27 to 
avoid a conflict with the U.S. Conference 
of Mayors meeting; 

e Heard Bates ask that an item — “Building 
next door” -- be added to the council follow- 
up list. When asked by Marcotte about 
information on the veterans’ memorial 
upgrades needed, that is on the follow-up 
list, Kollmeyer said there were no updates; 

e Agreed to post the city manager position 
on websites with a Jan. 3 deadline and hold 
a special meeting on Jan. 6 to consider the 
applicants publicly and Saturday, Jan. 25, 
for interviews. A Feb. 3 meet and greet 
with the candidates will be held so council 
members can see how candidates react 
to the public. The council is scheduled to 
select a city manager the next day, Feb. 
4. No salary was set, but Kollmeyer gets 
$68,000, according to the Council of 
Western Wayne information presented at 
the meeting; and 

e Approved accounts payable of 
$107,869.84 and the following purchases in 
excess of $500: to Morton Salt, $4,478.05 
for road salt; to Dearborn Heights F.D., 
$3 262.24 for the 10% match for the fire 
department radio grant from FEMA; to 
Great Lakes Towing, $2,000 from the 
auto auction; to EGLA (formerly DEQ), 
$1,339.40 for drinking water monitoring 
fee; to Biomedical Solution, $1,190 for 
medical equipment and maintenance; to 
R&R Fire Truck, $1,186 for repair to truck 
#453; to Wise Technologies, $1,088.44 
for tech support; and to Stoney Creek 
Motorsports, $698.49 for four-wheeler 
plow repair. Rutherford commented on 
the price of the salt: “They’re not joking 
around about hiking the price on that stuff”.
